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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 17, 18, 24, 25, 34, 35, 40, 41, 49, 50, 56, and 57 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest the device claimed by applicant. In particular, the prior art 
fails to disclose a catheter with multiple septums and lumens therein, wherein the 
lumens have relative total cross-sectional areas as claimed, along with the other steps 
and limitations of the claims. The prior art also fails to disclose a catheter with multiple 
septums and lumens therein, wherein the lumens have a specific flow resistance as 
claimed, along with the other steps and limitations of the claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
